"’The  third  stage  ignited  normally,  but,  very  1 


quickly,  it  appeared  that  the  pressure  in  the  com¬ 
bustion  chamber  was  inferior  to  normal  and  the 
stage  died  out  shortly  after,”  he  said.  “At  that 
moment,  the  decision  was  made  to  destroy  the 
rocket.” . 

Radar  screens  in  the  control  room  showed  a 
change  in  the  rocket’s  trajectory,  then  a  slow  des¬ 
cent  beginning  six  minutes  and  43  seconds  after 
liftoff,  space  center  technicians  said. 

Then  at  nine  minutes  and  52  seconds  into  the 
flight,  with  the  third  stage  just  over  125  miles 
above  Earth,  officials  ordered  the  rocket  des¬ 
troyed.  It  was  the  first  such  destruct  order  for  an 
Ariane. 

The  destroyed  Ariane  was  to  put  into  orbit  the 
third  of  the  European  Communications  Satellites 
series,  the  ECS-3,  and  the  American  Spacenet-3, 
built  by  RCA.  Since  then,  motors  were  revised, 
boosters  were  added  and  other  important  changes 
were  made,  leading  to  nine  straight  successes. 

The  Ariane  program  is  part  of  the  11-nation 
European  Space  Agency’s  ambitious  effort  to  cap¬ 
ture  a  third  of  the  commercial  satellite  telecom¬ 
munications  business  by  the  1990s.

The  wholesale-retail  industry  has  the  brightest  outlook,  while  seasonal  layoffs 
in  construction  put  it  at  the  other  end  of  the  spectrum. 

Job-finding  outlook 
dimmer  this  year 


The  prospect  of  obtaining  employment 
during  the  last  quarter  of  1985  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  decline  slightly  compared  to 
larf  year’s  fourth  quarter,  says  a  survey 
of  more  than  12,000  U.S,  business  firms. . 

The  survey  conducted  by  Manpower, 
Inc. ,  indicated  that  on  a  national  average 
25  percent  of  the  firms  contacted  in¬ 
tended  to  hire  additional  workers,  and  10 
percent  plan  work  force  reductions  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  three  months  of  this  year. 
These  figures  compare  to  26  percent  and 
8  percent  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

South  is  strongest 
The  stongest  region  of  the  country 
appears  to  be  the  South,  with  a  27  per¬ 
cent  hiring  plan;  while  the  West  shows 
the  weakest  trend,  with  ,24  percent  of 
those  firms  interviewed  planning  to  hire 
new  workers,  the  survey  showed. 

The  Employment  Outlook  Survey  is 
conducted  on  a  quarterly  basis  by  Man¬ 
power,  Inc.  The  current  survey  was  con¬ 
ducted  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  Au¬ 
gust  and  is  the  result  of  more  than  12,000 
telephone  interviews  in  the  public  and 
private  sectors  of  375  U.S  cities. 

Seasonal  increases  expected 
Mitchell  S.  Fromstein,  Manpower 
president,  pointed  out  that  while  tradi¬ 
tional  seasonal  hiring  increases  are  ex¬ 
pected  in  the  wholesale-retail  trade  sec¬ 
tor,  a  sharp  drop  in  hiring  plans  is  re¬ 
ported  by  durable  goods  manufacturers 
and  construction  sectors.  “A  significant¬ 
ly  large  portion  of  these  heavy  industry 
employers  report  plans  to  decrease  their 
work  force,”  Fromstein  said.  “Since  the 
durable  goods  work  force  is  so  large,  this 


may  affect  very  large  numbers  of 
workers.” 

However,  the  finance,  insurance  and 
real  estate  sectors  anticipate  higher  than 
usual  hiring  activities,  and  most  other 
industrial  and  service  categories  will  re¬ 
main  essentially  stable  in  the  coming 
quarter,  said  Fromstein. 

Best  employment  prospects 

The  wholesale-retail  industry  for  the 
third  consecutive  year  shows  the  best 
employment  prospects  for  the  fourth 
quarter.  This  is  typical  for  this  time  of 
year  as  the  industry  gears  up  for  the  busy 
Christmas  season,  said  Manpower’s  re¬ 
port. 

On  the  other  end  of  the  survey  is  the 
construction  sector,  which  has  its  yearly 
seasonal  layoffs  because  of  the  cold  win¬ 
ter  months.  These  layoffs  are  further 
accented  by  a  lagging  building  economy 
that  never  fully  developed  this  year,  said 
the  quarterly  survey. 

While  services  firms  in  the  Western 
states  lag  somewhat  behind  the  rest  of 
the  nation  in  hiring  plans,  this  industry 
expects  their  most  active  fourth  quarter 
of  the  1980s. 

Slip  expected 

Transportation  and  public  utilities 
have  been  steady  so  far  this  year  com¬ 
pared  to  last  year,  but  forecasts  for  the 
last  quarter  of  this  year  are  expected  to 
slip,  the  survey  showed. 

One  bright  spot  in  this  quarter’s  sur¬ 
vey  is  education.  This  was  expected  by 
most  because  of  the  highly  publicized 
shortage  of  teachers  both  in  the  public 
and  private  sectors. 


Utah's  employment 
continues  to  grow

Utah’s  employment  continues  to 
grow  at  a  steady  rate,  not  reflecting 
the  national  trend,  says  a  labor  mar¬ 
ket  economist  for  J ob  Service. 

Ken  Jensen,  a  labor  market  eco¬ 
nomist  for  the  state,  says  seasonally 
adjusted  employment  will  continue  to 
grow  for  the  next  three  to  six  months. 
“I  don’t  see  any  severe  economic 
problems  for  the  state.-Basically  I  feel 
conservatively  optimistic,”  he  said. 

So  far  this  year  the  services  indus¬ 
try  has  shown  the  strongest  growth. 
“This  sector,  with  over  9,000  new 
positions,  has  actually  produced  half 
of  the  new  jobs  created  in  the  state,” 
said  Jensen. 

The  next  strongest  area  is  the 
wholesale/retail  sector,  said  Jensen. 
“Mainly  in  the  retail  area,  employ¬ 
ment  has  increased,  with  6,000  new 
jobs,”  he  said.  In  addition,  the  retail 
sector  will  be  hiring  for  the  Christmas 
season  in  the  next  few  weeks. 

Joe  Nelson,  general  manager  for 
j.C.  Penney  Co.  in  Orem,  agreed, 
saying  he  anticipates  hiring  40  to  50 
people  for  the  busy  Christmas  season. 

“We  hire  people  from  all  walks  of 
life.  We  don’t  mind  hiring  BYU  stu¬ 
dents  as  long  as  they  understand  we 
need  them  through  the  entire  Christ¬ 
mas  season,”  Nelson  explained.

Headed  for  trouble 

“Teachers  are  telling  the  American  pub¬ 
lic  that  education  is  headed  for  deep  trou¬ 
ble  unless  teaching  is  treated  as  a  true 
profession,”  said  Mary  Hatwood  Futrell, 
president  of  the  National  Education  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Futrell  and  Albert  Shanker,  head  of  the 
rival  teacher  union,  the  American  Federa¬ 
tion  of  Teachers,  were  at  a  news  confer¬ 
ence  at  which  the  findings  were  released. 

This  year’s  teacher  poll  asked  different 
questions  from  the  first  One  released  a  lit¬ 
tle  over  a  year  ago  by  Metropolitan  Life, 
and  therefore  yielded  few  comparable  re¬ 
sults.  Last  year’s  poll  found  surprisingly 
solid  support  for  most  education  reforms, 
even  for  teacher  testing,  which  teacher 


unions  had  long  opposed. 

Teacher  shortage  looming 

By  contrast,  the  latest  survey,  which 
had  a  potential  sampling  error  of  5  percen¬ 
tage  points,  focused  more  on  whether 
teachers  believe  reform  measures  already 
in  place  will  help  fend  off  a  looming  teacher 
shortage. 

The  survey  findings  were  particularly 
ominous  because  federal  studies  now  esti¬ 
mate  that  by  1992  the  nation  will  have  34 
percent  fewer  teachers  than  are  needed. 

The  teachers  gave  mixed  grades  to  the 
moves  toward  educational  reform  over  the 
past  several  years,  including  efforts  in 
some  states  to  improve  curriculum,  in¬ 
crease  salaries  and  require  students  and 
teachers  to  pass  standardized  tests. 

Views  not  sought 

Most  significantly,  said  Harris  at  a  news 
conference,  nearly  two-thirds  —  63  per¬ 
cent  —  felt  their  views  were  not  Sought  in 
shaping  educational  reform.  A  nearly 
equal  proportion,  64  percent,  said  reforms 
reflect  the  views  of  their  administrators. 

More  than  nine  out  of  10  teachers  be¬ 
lieve  that  “providing  a  decent  salary”  and 
“more  respect  for  teachers  in  today’s  soci¬ 
ety”  would  help  retain  good  teachers. 

But  50  percent  said  “merit  pay”  based 
on  a  teacher’s  performance  on  evaluations 
or  tests  “would  not  help  at  all”  to  attract 
good  teachers  to  their  ranks. 


LONDON  (AP)  —  The  government  announced 
Thursday  the  Soviet  spymaSter  for  Britain  has  de¬ 
fected  and  has  indentified  25  espionage  agents  who 
are  being  expelled  from  the  country. 

The  Foreign  Office  said  Oleg  A.  Gordievski,  46, 
had  recently  been  appointed  head  of  the  Soviet 
KGB  office  in  London  but  defected  because  he 
“wished  to  become  a  citizen  of  a  democratic  country 
and  live  in  a  free  society.”  He  was  granted  asylum 
in  Britain. 

Sir  Geoffrey  Howe,  the.  foreign  secretary,  called 
the,  defection  a  “substantial  coup,”  for  the  British, 
security  services. 

Double  agent 

Erik  Ninn-Hansen,  Denmark’s  justice  minister, 
indicated  that  Gordievski  had  been  a  double  agent 
for  the  West  since  the  1970s,  when  he  served  with 
the  Soviet  Embassy  in  Copenhagen. 

Ninn-Hansen,  speaking  on  Danish  television, 
said  Gordievski  “supplied  police  intelligence  with 
much  information,  also  on  conversations  he  con¬ 
ducted,  and  he  was  an  extremely  important  source 
of  information  of  significance  to  our  security.” 

The  Danish  minister  said  British  and  Danish 
counterintelligence  services  had  been  in  contact 
with  each  other  about  Gordievski  for  some  time, 
though  he  would  not  go  into  details, 

Britain’s  Foreign  Office  would  not  comment  on 
Ninn-Hansen’s  statement. 

Agents  sent  back 

The  25  Soviets  were  the  largest  number  of 
alleged  spies  to  be  sent  back  to  Moscow  since  1971, 
when  Britain  expelled  105  Soviet  diplomats  and 
trade  officials. 

The  F oreign  Office  said  the  Soviets  were  ordered 
to  leave  Britain  by  Oct.  3. 

Gordievski  officially  held  the  senior  rank  of  coun¬ 


selor  in  the  Soviet  Embassy. 

Howe,  asked  what  damage  Britain  had  suffered 
from  the  25  alleged  spies,  replied,  “It’s  Clearly  se¬ 
rious.  They  were  engaging  in  intelligence  activities 
of  a  kind  and  on  a  scale  that  was  unacceptable,  and 
this  action  (the  mass  expulsion)  is  therefore  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  defense  of  national  security.” 

Soviets  disagree 

Alexey  Nikiforov,  a  spokesman  for  the  Soviet 
Embassy,  said  the  British  action  was  “without 
foundation  whatsoever.”  He  said  the  expulsions 
contradict  Britain’s  expressed  desire  to  develop 
better  relations  with  Moscow. 

The  Soviet  charge  d’affaires,  Lev  Aleksandro¬ 
vich  Parehine,  was  summoned  to  the  Foreign  Office 
Thursday  morning  and  told  of  Gordievski’s  defec¬ 
tion  and  the  expulsion  of  the  25  Soviets. 

Parehine  asked  to  see  Gordievski,  and  the  re¬ 
quest  was  being  considered  by  the  Foreign  Office. 

Gordievski,  who  is  married,  was  presumably 
being  kept  in  a  “safe  house”  somewhere  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  countryside.  The  Foreign  Office  would  not  com¬ 
ment  on  his  wife’s  status  or  whereabouts. 

Those  expelled  included  six  people  with  diploma¬ 
tic  status,  including  three  embassy  first  secretar¬ 
ies.  Among  the  others  were  seven  trade  repre¬ 
sentatives  and  five  journalists,  including  corres¬ 
pondents  for  Tass  and  Novosti,  both  official  news 
agencies,  and  a  correspondent  for  Radio  Moscow. 

Also  expelled  were  an  embassy  driver,  a  security 
guard  and  two  translators,  one  for  the  Internation¬ 
al  Cocoa  Organization  and  one  for  the  International 
Wheat  Council. 

The  Foreign  Office  warned  that  any  retaliatory 
expulsions  by  the  Soviets  “would  be  entirely  with¬ 
out  justification,  ”  and  said  that  Britain  “would  take 
a  very  serious  view”  of  such  action. 
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Apartheid  "pass  law' 
elimination  proposed 


JOHANNESBURG,  South  Africa  (AP)  — 
A  government  panel  on  Thursday  proposed 
repeal  of  the  hated  “pass  laws”  that  keep 
South  Africa’s  blacks  out  of  white  areas  — 
the  second  major  change  in  the  apartheid 
system  announced  in  two  days. 

Even  whites  who  oppose  the  government 
hailed  the  step. 

“This  is  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  apar¬ 
theid,”  said  Sheena  Duncan  ,  president  of  the 
Black  Sash  women’s  movement,  which 
opposes  the  nation’s  system  of  racial  seg¬ 
regation.  “I  really  do  think  it  means  some¬ 
thing.  They  are  not  playing  around  with 
words  this  time.” 

Helen  Suzman,  an  anti-apartheid  member 
of  Parliament,  said,  “This  is  probably  the 
most  important  step  forward  in  30  years.” 

A  primary  effect  will  be  that  families  now 
restricted  to  their  tribal  homelands  could 
join  the  men  working  in  the  cities,- prevent¬ 
ing  the  breakup  of  families. 

On  Wednesday,  President  P.W.  Botha 
told  a  congress  of  his  National  Party  that  the 
government  was  giving  up  its  policy  that 
blacks  eventually  have  to  become  citizens  of 
black  homelands  and  relinquish  citizenship 
in  South  Africa. 

Blacks,  however,  still  will  have  political 
rights  only  in  the  homeland,  and  still  will  not 
be  able  to  vote  in  South  Africa. 

Police  reported  rioting  near  Cape  Town, 
where  they  said  they  shot  and  killed  three 
black  men,  and  in  Soweto,  outside  Johannes¬ 
burg,  where  a  50-year-old  white  school 
teacher  and  10  black  students  suffered  shot¬ 
gun  wounds  after  police  fired  on  “unruly” 
students. 


But  “you  cannot  contract  AIDS  by  giving 
blood,”  said  Dr.  William  C.  Sherwood,  direc¬ 
tor  of  Red  Cross  Blood  Services  in  Phi¬ 
ladelphia.  “Giving  blood  is  an  extremely  safe 
and  easy  procedure.” 

It  is  routine  practice  in  the  United  States 
for  blood  to  be  extracted  from  donors  with 
sterilized  needles  that  are  used  only  once  and 
thrown  away. 

Health  officials  in  some  regions  blamed 
shortages  on  the  annual  summer  slump  in 
donations  and  on  increased  demand.

Fear  of  AIDS  may 
be  scaring  donors

Blood  supplies  are  critically  low  in  scat¬ 
tered  sections  of  the  nation  and  some  health 
officials  say  unfounded  fears  of  contracting 
AIDS  may  be  keeping  potential  donors  from 
giving  blood. 

“AIDS  has  just  been  in  the  public  eye  so 
much  lately,  you  can’t  help  but  feel  that  plays 
a  part  in  the  shortage,”  said  Dr.  Adelisa 
Panlilio,  acting  director  of  blood  services  at 
the  Red  Cross  chapter  in  Nashville,  Tenn., 
where  the  inventory  was  670  pints  Wednes¬ 
day,  down  from  the  usual  2,000  to  2,500 
pints. 

Some  cases  of  acquired  immune  deficiency 
syndrome  have  been  linked  to  receiving 
transfusions  of  contaminated  blood. 


ORANGEVILLE,  Utah  (AP)  —  A  recov¬ 
ery  crew  has  entered  a  tunnel  that  will  pro¬ 
vide  the  jumping  off  point  in  the  final  drive  to 
re-enter  a  section  of  a  central  Utah  coal  mine 
where  the  bodies  of  27  miners  are  entombed, 
officials  said. 

However,  an  Emery  Mining  Corp. 
spokesmam  said  Thursday  it  will  be  about  a 
month  before  the  crew  can  begin  recovering 
the  bodies. 

Bob  Henrie  said  crews  breached  the  wall 
of  the  Fourth  Right  passage  at  about  7  p.m. 
Wednesday.  The  passage  is  an  underground 
landmark  about  two-thirds  the  distance  to 
the  Fifth  Right  section,  where  the  miners 
and  company  supervisors  were  trapped  and 
killed  in  a  Dec.  19  fire. 

“It  looked  to  be  in  good  shape,”  Henrie 
said.  “Generally,  they  were  real  satisfied 
with  what  they  found. 

“I  don’t  think  it  will  cause  any  delays 
beyond  the  cleanup  and  maintenance,”  Hen¬ 
rie  said. 

The  75-miner  recovery  crew,  which  has 
been  working  around  the ‘clock  since  early 
July,  still  needs  to  tunnel  700  feet  to  get  to. 
the  bodies,  he  said. 

Earlier  this  summer,  the  crew  was  turned 
back  from  an  attempt  to  reach  the  bodies 
through  a  main  tunnel  because  heat  from  the 
smoldering  fire  made  the  advance  too 
dangerous,  officials  said. 

Mining  officials  decided  to  cut  three  para¬ 
llel  tunnels  through  the  coal  seam  to  reach 
the  bodies. 


LEXINGTON,  Ky.  (AP)—  Andrew  Car¬ 
ter  Thornton  II,  a  former  narcotics  officer 
and  suspended  lawyer  who  plunged  to  his 
death  from  a  plane  holding  $14  million  worth 
of  cocaine,  had  a  history  of  drug  and  arms 
involvement  across  the  nation. 

“I’m  glad  his  parachute  didn’t  open.  I  hope 
he  got  a  hell  of  a  high  out  of  that  (cocaine),” 
said  Brian  Leighton,  an  assistant  U.S.  attor¬ 
ney  in  Fresno,  Calif.  He  once  prosecuted 
Thornton  on  a  marijuana  trafficking  charge. 

The  body  of  Thornton,  40,  a  native  of 
Paris,  Ky. ,  was  found  Wednesday  on  a  drive¬ 
way  in  Knoxville,  Tenn.  -He  was  heavily 
armed,  carried  77  pounds  of  cocaine  in  an 
Army  duffle  bag,  and  was  attached  to  a  para¬ 
chute  that  had  failed  to  open. 

A  key  that  investigators  found  on  his  body 
bore  an  identification  number  matching  that 
of  a  plane  that  crashed  while  on  autopilot 
earlier  that  morning,  60  miles  away,  Knox¬ 
ville  Detective  Allen  Hale  said  Thursday. 

Tennessee  police  believe  he  was  supposed 
to  meet  someone  on  the  ground  to  deliver  the 
cocaine. 

Knoxville  Police  Lt.  Jerry  Day  described 
Thornton  as  “a  kind  of  survivalist,  an  indi¬ 
vidual  who  was  expecting  trouble  and  ready 
for  it.”

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A  veteran  Internal  Revenue 
rvice  auditor,  seeking  to  quit  his  job  of  25  years  to  buy  an 
mounting  business,  was  convicted  Thursday  of  having  filed 

.  use.  tax  returns  to  defraud  the  government  of  $115,000. 

>4  JU.S.  District  Judge  J.  Thomas  Greene  issued  his  verdict  just 
nments  after  closing  arguments  in  the  three-day  trial  of  Gerald 
i  Hasz.  The  judge  found  Hasz  guilty  on  all  counts  —  one  count  of 
ikil  fraud  and  48  of  filing  false  tax  returns. 

Sentencing  was  scheduled  for  Oct.  17.  Hasz  could  face  a  max- 

J  ium  sentence  of  five  years  in  prison  and  fines  of  $250,000  on 
teh  charge. 

Jiw  IGreene  said  the  evidence  showed  that  Hasz,  who  was  arrested 
I  June,  “acted  willfully  in  the  preparation  of  these  false  re- 
trns,”  and  had  devised  a  scheme  to  exploit  what  he  thought  wais 
slaw  in  the  IRS  system. 

The  judge  rejected  defense  attorney  G.  Gilbert  Athay’s  argu- 
hmt  that  while  the  prosecution  had  proven  Hasz  filled  out  tax 
iturns  seeking  refunds  ranging  from  $1,973  to  $3,158,  there  was 
■  evidence  the  IRS  agent  intended  to  defraud  the  government. 
1‘The  leaps  that  (prosecution)  counsel  has  asked  the  court  to 
ake  in  this  case  are  almost  a  farce,”  Athay  said. 

Though  he  acknowledged  Hasz’  fingerprints  appeared  on  some 
Ithe  48  tax  returns,  and  that  it  was  his  client  who  had  signed 
fse  names  to  all  the  documents,  Athay  said  it  had  not  been 
oven  that  Hasz  actually  mailed  the  forms.  Further,  he  noted 
me  of  the  refund  checks  had  been  cashed. 

‘It’s  not  illegal  to  fill  out  returns,”  Athay  said.  “What  is  illegal 


Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  Tena  Campbell,  weak  from  flu  and 
forced  to  give  her  summation  from  a  chair,  argued  that  .the 
government  was  not  required  to  prove  the  returns  had  been 
mailed,  only  that  they  had  been  filed.  '

admit  psychiatric  testimony,  Athay  did  not  call  any  witnesses 
during  the  trial.  Dr.  Breck  LeBegue,  a  Salt  Lake  psychiatrist, 
had  testified  Hasz  suffered  from  a  mental  disorder  that  kept  him 
from  appreciating  the  wrongfulness  of  his  acts. 

Instead,  Athay  said  the  trial  would  serve  as  a  record  for  review 
by  the  10th  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals. 

On  Wednesday,  IRS  revenue  agent  Colleen  Cline  recalled  a 
conversation  late  last  year  in  which  Hasz  had  talked  about  “a  hole 
in  the  system.” 

Cline  said  Hasz  told  of  a  scheme  whereby  exempt  W-4  forms 
could  be  used  to  file  for  tax  refunds,  “and  you  would  never  be 
caught  because  there  would  be  no  duplicate  filing.” 

Prosecutors  allege  that  Hasz  used  W-4s  to  provide  names  of 
people  who  were  exempt  from  taxes  due  to  limited  earnings  and 
then  filed  for  refunds.

an  athlete.

“We’re  attempting  to  bring  myth  into

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Four  members 
of  the  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commission  said 
Thursday  the  Energy  Department  should  be 
allowed  to  declare  three  sites  suitable  as  the 
nation’s  first  dump  for  highly  radioactive 
atomic  wastes  before  conducting  billions  of 
■  dollars  into  geological  studies. 

The  commission  earlier  this  year  objected 
to  the  department’s  Mission  Plan  allowing 
the  “preliminary  suitability  determinations” 
to  be  made  this  year,  before  the  -extensive 
testing  begins  next  year  at  its  three  prefer- 
red  sites  in  Nevada,  Texas  and  Washington 
state. 

“My  own  personal  view  is  that  it  (the  de¬ 
termination)  is  at  the  discretion  of  the 
.  secretary  (of  energy),”  Commissioner  Fred 


Bernthal  told  a  Senate  Energy  and  Natural 
Resources  subcommittee. 

Those  sentiments  were  echoed  by  NRC 
Chairman  Nunzio  Palladino  and  Commis¬ 
sioners  Thomas  Roberts  and  Lando  Zech, 
who  said  they  did  not  see  the  timing  of  a 
formal  “preliminary  determination”  as  a  sig¬ 
nificant  health  or  safety  issue. 

The  commission  must  license  the  dump 
once  the  final  choice  is  made  —  expected 
sometime  in  1990  or  1991  —  based  on  results 
from  extensive  and  expensive  geological  and 
hydrological  ‘‘characterization”  studies  of  all 
three. 

Commissioner  James  Asselstine  was  the 
only  NRC  member  to  stand  by  the  panel’s 
.earlier  insistence  that  the  studies  be-  con¬ 


ducted  first. 

Asselstine  said  he  fears  federal  judges  at 
some  point  Will  declare  that  the  commission 
and  the  Energy  Department  did  not  follow 
the  letter  of  some  environmental  laws  by 
making  the  suitability  determination  first. 

If  that  occurred,  the  court  could  order  the 
whole  process  —  including  the  $2  billion  to  $3 
billion  in  geological  studies  —  to  be  repe¬ 
ated,  delaying  the.  completion  of  an  under¬ 
ground  repository  for  several  years,  said 

Ben  Rusche,  who  heads  the  $20  billion 
Energy  Department  program  to  locate  and 
build  the  repository,  also  expressed  those 
fears.  But  he  has  maintained  that  the  1982 
Nuclear  Waste  Policy  Act  allows  the  “pre¬ 


liminary  determinations”  to  be  made. 

Senate,  members  of  the  committee  who 
helped  write  the  1982  law  —  Pete  Domenici, 
R-N.M.,  and  J.  Bennett  Johnston,  D-La.  — 
agreed  with  Rusche  that  the  formal  pre¬ 
liminary  determination  can  be  made  before 
.the  studies.

Parallel  sessions  are  conducted  separately  for 
the  parents  in  which  they  choose  to  deal  with  their 
own  emotions  or  to  talk  about  how  to  deal  with  their 
•i  childrens’ feelings,  Wheeler  said.  Most  participants 
j  share  feelings  of  loneliness  and  guilt. 

Wheeler  said  she  has  found  three  main  factors 
chat  can  ease  the  stress  suffered  by  children  and 
kdolescents  in  a  divorce  situation. 
j  Self-expression  is  the  first  factor.  “When  chil¬ 
dren  come  to  the  groups,  there  is  a  flood  of  feelings- 
■expressed,”  said  Wheeler.  “It  is  important  for  the 
nhildren  to  talk  about  the  divorce  situation.” 

The  second  factor  is  the  dilema  children  face 
lvhen  they  are  asked  to  choose  sides.  Children  often 
eel  pulled  from  one  parent  to  another,  she  said. 
Their  loyalty  should  not  be  challenged  in  that 
vay.” 

Finally,  children  should  know  there  are  ways  to 
leal  with  their  situation  and  help  is  available. 
Most  importantly,  children  and  adolescents  must 
<e  helped  to  understand  that  they  can  master  their 
ituation,”  Wheeler  said.

Standards  Office  keeps  Y  clean 

Students  reminded  of  their  responsibility  to  the  Honor  Code

“We  are  not  spies.”  R.  Michael  Whitaker, 
Director  of  University  Standards,  smiled  as 
he  discussed  the  role  of  his  office,  and  the 
misperceptions  students  have  of  it. 

Whitaker  said  the  first  duty  of  the  stan¬ 
dards  office  is  to  inform  students  of  BYU’s 
code  of  honor.  University  standards  has  dis¬ 
tributed  posters,  bookmarks,  and  flyers  to 
remind  students  of  their  commitment  to 
BYU  standards. 

Though  the  posters  standards  distributed 
last  year  contained  more  “thou  shalt  nots” 
than  Whitaker  likes,  he  said  student  re¬ 
sponse  to  the  posters  was  “favorable.”

Standards  has  asked  that  BYU’s  15-Stake 
high  councilmen  discuss  the  code  of  honor, 
virtue,  and  truth  during  the  months  of 
September  and  October.  Much  of  the  mate¬ 
rial  standards  suggested  the  stakes  use  com¬ 
es  from  a  talk  on  integrity  delivered  to  BYU 
students  by  President  Spfencer  W.  Kimball 
in  1978. 

Whitaker  said  his  office  also  endeavors  to 
inform  prospective  BYU  students  of  the 
honor  code  and  asks  bishops  and  clergy  to 
ensure  that  future  students  are  worthy  to 
attend. 

Whitaker,  who  has  headed  University 
Standards  since  1980,  said  he  hopes  the 
efforts  of  his  office  will  prevent  students 
from  violating  the  honor  code. 

"I  thinkthere  has  been  an 
overkill  as  far  as  dress  and 
grooming  is  concerned, 
with  the  result  that  more 
important  aspects  are 
overlooked.

When  students  violate  the  honor  code, 
Whitaker  and  his  staff  fill  their  “least  favo¬ 
rite  role,”  —  that  .of  disciplinarians. 

Whitaker  said  standards  violations  range 
from  hair  length  to  assault,  to  counterfeit¬ 
ing.  He  said  when  most  people  think  of  stan-

dards  violations  they  think  of  dress  and 
grooming. 

“The  first  thing  people  do  when  they  find 
out  I  work  for  standards  is  brush  their  hair 
back  over  their  ears.  1  think  there  has  been 
overkill  as  far  as  dress  and  grooming  is  con¬ 
cerned,  with  the  result  that  more  important 
aspects  are  overlooked.” 

While  dress  and  grooming  violations  have 
reached  as  high  as  40  percent  of  university 
standards’  cases  in  past  years,  according  to 
Whitaker,  that  figure  dropped  to  20  percent 
last  year.  Dress  and  grooming  violations  are 
kept  separate  from  other  more  serious  in¬ 
fractions.  ‘  . 

Other  violations  that  are  fairly  common 


include  shoplifting,  housing  problems  such 
as  women  in  men’s  bedrooms ,  and  mischief  in 
the  dorms. 

How  does  uniyersity  standards  find  out 
about  student  violations? 

Whitaker  said  his  office,  receives  numer¬ 
ous  calls  from  roommates,  landlords  arid 
merchants.  “Many  people  think  we  have 
huge  spy  networks  or  that  we  are  some  kind ' 
of  Gestapo  organization  but  there  are  only 
five  people  on  our  staff,”  he  said. 

“Bishops  don’t  call  us  and  tell  us  about 
interviews  they  had  the  night  before.  The 
only  instance  when  a  bishop  would  call  us  is 
when  a  student  presents  a  threat  to  the  uni¬ 


versity.”  Whitaker  said  a  student  who  is  a 
threat  is  either  violent  or  sexual  deviant. 

Another  method  of  discovering  standards 
violations  is  the  “silent  referral  method,”  a 
term  Whitaker  said  he  hates. 

There  are  certain  areas  where  a  student 
must  present  his  activity  card  such  as  in  the 
testing  center.  BYU  staff  simply  record  the 
student’s  name  without  informing  him.  Whi¬ 
taker  said  the  university  used  to  pull  stu¬ 
dents  out  of  lines  or  refuse  them  service  but 
that  doing  so  brought  about  angry  reactions. 

When  University  Standards  has  substan¬ 
tial  reason  to  believe  a  student  has  violated 
the  honor  code,  they  send  the  student  a  “call- 
in”  letter.

Whitaker  said  they  make  the  letter  as 
general  as  possible  because  they  prefer  to 
visit  with  students  on  a  one-to-one  basis. 
Whitaker  said  most  students  know  why  they 
are  being  called  in  and  are  usually  coopera¬ 
tive. 

When  a  student  has  committed  a  serious 
violation  of  the  honor  code,  Whitaker  said  his 
office  tries  to  disciplirie  the  offender  in  a 
helpful  way. 

If  the  violator  is  LDS,  Whitaker  said  they 
suggest  that  the  student  contact  their  bishop 
to  clear  the  matter  up. 

Depending  on  the  case,  standards  may 
send  the  student  an  official  letter  informing 
him  that  he  is  on  probatiori,  which  lasts  from 
six  months  to  a  year.  “We  may  also  consider 
other  courses  of  action,”  said  Whitaker, 
“such  as  some  form  of  restitution  or'  court. 

“We  try  to  be  as  kind  as  possible  and  pro¬ 
vide  alternatives,  especially  for  those  who 
must  leave  the  University.” 

Whitaker  added  that  there  is  a  way  for 
repentence.  “If  a  student  goes  12  months 
without  any  citations  then  we’ll  wipe  the 

Whitaker  said  the  Standards  Office  is  con¬ 
cerned  with  helping  students  who  break  the 
code  of  honor  get  back  ori  the  right  track. 
“I’m  not  the  kind  of  person  that  will  sit  and 
lecture  somebody,”  Whitaker  said.  “We  en¬ 
courage  students  to  do  what  is  necessary  to 
put  it  behind  them.”

Preseason  casualty  Albert  Tufono 
is  also  a  question  mark.  Proj  ected  as  a 
starter  at  linebacker,  he  hurt  his  knee 
in  spring  practice.  However, 
Washington  is  hopeful  he  has  come 
along  well  enough  to  get  some  playing 
time  against  the  Cougars. 

“He’s  tried  it  in  the  past  and  has 
gotten  a  lot  of  swelling, ’’  James  said. 
“But  we  could  use  him  back,  especial¬ 
ly  if  we  lose  Kelly.” 

Defensively,  the  Huskies  will  heed 
all  the  help  they:  can  muster  to  beat ' 
BYU,  said  James.  “Nobody  stops  ' 
BYU,”  he  said,  “They  can  score  on 
anyone.” 

As  for  beating  the  Cougars,  James 
said  he’s  not  sure  how  Washington 
will  do  it.  “I  think  you  could  have  a 
very  experienced  defense  and  play 
against  that  offense  and  give  up  a  lot 
of  yards,”  he  said.  “With  a  couple  of 
poor  breaks,  you  could  give  up  a  lot  of 
points.” 

Bad  hreaks 

Lest  James  worry  that  bad  breaks 
be  exclusively  a  Washington  concern, 
he  need  only  to  look  across  the  foot¬ 
ball  field  at.  his  counterpart  to  know 
that  bad  breaks,  namely  turnovers, 
can  make  or  break  even  the  best  of 
teams. 

-  “Everyone  talks  about  turnovers 
and  ours  have  hurt,”  Edwards  said. 
“We’ve  managed  to  win  with  them 
before,  but  they  caught  up  with  us 
against  UCLA.” 

Still,  the  11  turnovers  BYU  has 
'  allowed  in  its  first  two  games  have  not 
caused  the  coaches  to  go  in  to  a  panic, 
Edwards  said.  “Losses  are  always 
difficult,  particularly  when  you  beat 
yourself,  but  I  still  feel  secure  about 
the  team.” 

One  part  of  the  team  about  which 
Edwards  feels  especially  good  is  the 
defense.  “Each  week  we  play  better 
defensively,”  he  said.  “And  our  spe¬ 
cial  teams  are  starting  to  look  good, 
too,  although  we  ^  need  to  firm  up  our 
punt  protection.” 

Of  those  on  the  special  teams,  Ed¬ 
wards  singled  out  the  efforts  of  place- 
kicker  Gary  Webster.

Chapter  three  of  Bosco’s  march  to 
the  Heisman  begins  the  first  time  the 
Cougars  touch  the  ball  Saturday. 

Only  two  weeks  into  the  1985  sea¬ 
son,  the  senior  signal-caller  has 
already  compiled  a  season-long  list  of 
statistics. 

His  29  completions  against  the 
Bruins  gives  him  64  completions  and 
six  interceptions  in  94  attempts  for 
848  yards  and  five  touchdowns. 

Interestingly,  the  Cougars’  loss  to 
UCLA  was  Bosco’s  first  loss  in  15 
games  as  a  varsity  starter. 

Following  last  Saturday’s  perform¬ 
ance,  several  Cougars  were  honored .

Y's  Gouveia  vital  part 
of  maturing  defense

Senior  linebacker  Kurt  Gouveia  has 
quietly  worked  his  way  into  Cougar  his¬ 
tory  as  one  of  BYU’s  best  linebackers 

No  small  feat  considering  Gouveia,  from 
Waianae,  Hawaii,  wasn’t  even  recruited 
by  his  state’s  university  despite  being 
Voted  Most  Valuable  Player  on  both 
offense  and  defense  his  senior  year  in  high 
school. 

“When  my  father  was  visiting  a  hospital 
last  year,  he  ran  into  Hawaii’s  coach  Dick 
Tomey,”  Gouveia  said.  “He  told  my  dad 
about  how  he  had  made  this  big  mistake  by 
not  recruiting  me.  I  just  laugh  and  think 
he  doesn't  know  because  I  remember  what 
happened.” 

The  Rainbows’  loss  has  certainly  been  a 
big  Cougar  gain.  Although  fellow  line¬ 
backer  and  good  friend  Leon  White  gets 
most  of  the  publicity  on  the  Y  defense, 
Gouveia  led  the  team  in  defensive  points  in 
’84,  and  is  the  current  point  leader  this 
season. 

Regardless,  the  6-foot-l,  227-pound 
senior  doesn’t  begrudge  the  attention  his 
teammate  receives.  “Leon  and  I  are  good 
friends,  and  I  think  he  deserves  all  the 
recognition  he  gets.  It  doesn’t  bother  me  if 
I  don’t  make  All-WAC  or  whatever.  I

don’t  care  what  people  think.  It’s  all  done 
out  on  the  field,  anyway.” 

Gouveia  was  in  fact  voted  a  second-team 
All-WAC  selection  a  year  ago,  and  he  was 
also  voted  as  defensive  co-captain — along 
with  White  —  by  his  teammates,  an  honor 
that  was  not  completely  unexpected. 

“I  just  try  to  be  myself,  even  if  I  am  the 
captain.  I’m  not  going  to  be  bossy  no  mat¬ 
ter  who  I  am.  It’s  a  big  responsibility,  and 
I’m  not  the  cheerleader  type.  I  try  to  lead 
by  example.” 

Gouveia  knows  what  a  lot  of  other  peo¬ 
ple  are  starting  to  recognize  —  it’s  the 
Cougar  defense  that  has  been  the  team’s 
strong  point  in  ’85.  “The  defense  is  playing 
really  excellent.  Everyone  in  the  group  is 
friends  — we  don’t  have  one  or  two  that 
just  go  out  by' themselves.  There  is  good 
unity  on  the  team.  As  a  group  we  are  com¬ 
petitive  and  strong,”  he  said. 

Little  by  little,  the  “D”  is  receiving 
more  credit  for  Cougar  football  success. 


“The  defense  still  has  to  prove  itself  each 
time  it  goes  on  the  field,”  Gouveia  said. 
“People  see  the  offense,  but  not  our  de¬ 
fense  — we’re'  kind  of  in  the  shadows. 

“But  as  the  year  goes  on,  people  might 
start  to  see  us  as  equal.” 

Gouveia  will  perhaps  best  be  remem¬ 
bered  for  his  ferocious  pass  rush,  and  his 
accompanying  sack  dance  every  time  he 
drops  the  opposing  quarterback  behind 
the  line  of  scrimmage. 

“It  (the  sack  dance)  is  really  spon¬ 
taneous.  I  just  start  to  feel  myself  moving. 
I  can’t  do  it  whenever  I’m  off  the  field — it 
feels  funny.” 

The  Cougar  linebacker  apprenticed  be¬ 
hind  All-America  Todd  Shell,  the  San 
Francisco  49ers’  first-round  draft  choice  in 
1984. 

“I  learned  everything  I  could  about 
playing  linebacker  from  Todd  Shell.  He 
was  like  a  teacher. 

“All  the  time  when  I’m  on  the  field,  I 
think  about  what  Todd  would  do  in  the 
same  situation,”  Gouveia  said. 

He  got  his  first  start  against  Pittsburgh 
at  the  beginning  of  the  team’s  miracle 
season. 

“As  the  season  went  on,  I  realized  the 
teams  were  starting  to  respect  me  more. 
But  I  don’t  care  when  they  run  at  me. 
They  can  come  to  my  side  all  game  if  they 
want,”  he  said.

The  BYU  women’s  volleyball  team 
played  an  aggressive  game  against 
Cal  Poly  San  Luis  Obispo  Thursday 
evening  and  came  away  with  a  hard- 
fought  3-2  victory. 

The  Cougars  started  the  first  game 
with  an  early  lead  and  stayed  well 
ahead  of  the  Cal  Poly  Mustangs  until 
the  end  of'  the  game  when  the  Mus¬ 
tangs  finally  came  alive.  The  Cougars 
won  the  game  at  15-11. 

Cal  Poly  played  well  in  the  second 
game  and  BYU  stayed  with  them,  but 
the  Mustangs  took  the  game  15-13. 

Sari  Virtanen  carried  the  momen¬ 
tum  in  the  third  game  of  the  match. 
She  was  consistent  at  the  net,  using 
her  6-0  height  to  block  and  kill.  “You 
just  have  to  believe  you  can  do  it,” 
Virtanen  said,  “Before  the  game  I 
was  very  excited,  I  knew  Cal  Poly 
would  be  tough.” 

Cal  Poly  Coach  Mike  Wilton  said, 
“Some  of  our  players  lost  their  pre¬ 
sence  of  mind,  we  tried  a  little  too 
hard.” 

The  Cougars  won  the  third  game 
with  a  score  of  15-8. 

BYU  lost  its  aggressive  stance  in 
the  fourth  gatae.  “We  were  afraid  to 
be  aggressive  and  we  let  down  on  our 
hitting  and  serving,”  said  BYU  Coach 
Elaine  Michaelis.  The  Cougars 
started  to  recover  at  the  end  of  the

Cal  Poly  gained  an  early  three  point 
lead  in  the  last  game.

“It  was  a  typical  early-season 
match  between  two  good  teams ,  ”  said 
Wilton.

Wilton  said  that  the  Mustangs  al¬ 
ways  have  a  tough  match,  against 
BYU  in  Provo  but  always  beat  them 
on  neutral  ground. 

“I’m  sure  Cal  Poly  will  be  looking 
for  us  at  the  tournament,”  said 
Michaelis.  “Our  crowd  helps  us,  we

Currently  ranked  at  13,  the 
Cougars  expect  to  move  into  the  Top 
10  after  defeating  seventh-ranked  Cal 
Poly.  “We  have  to  maintain  this  kind 
of  intensity,”  Michaelis  said.  “We 
should  move  into  the  Top  10  next 
week  if  we  win  our  tournament.”

In  a  year  when  seemingly  everyone  in  the  West¬ 
ern  Athletic  Conference  is  changing  their  offense, 
Colorado  State  is  making  some  defensive  adjust¬ 
ments. 

The  Rams  will  be  sporting  a  neW-look,  three-man 
defensive  front  in  1985. 

You  see,  Colorado  State  was  a  more  than  hospit¬ 
able  host  to  its  opponents’  passing  attacks  last  year, 
lead  Coach  Leon  Fuller,  entering  his  fourth  year 
■t  the  Ram  helm,  decided  enough  was^qnough. 

“We  aremot  able  to  jrtay  man-to-man  defense  in 
he  secondary  —  that’s  tough  in  the  WAC.  We’re 
joing  to  play  more  zone,  and  we’ve  changed  the 
defensive)  front  to  accomodate  the  zone  cover¬ 
age,”  Fuller  said. 

‘  “Last  year  was  an  embarrassing  year  for  us  de- 
snsively,”  said  Defensive  Tackle  Terry  Unrein.  “It 
©mes  down  to  mental  toughness.  This  year  we 
ave  people  who  believe  in  themselves. 

|  j;“If  we  can  improve  the  pass  rush,  we’ll  be  able  to 
Tf  Ijelp  out  the  secondary.  This  year,  our  defense  is 
m  ailored  to  defend- against  the  pass,”  Unrein  said, 
i)/  f  F or  the  first  time  during  Fuller’s  years,  the  for¬ 
mer  Texas  assistant  coach  can  call  on  a  defense 
favily-laden  with  experienced  seniors.  Unrein 
ijkls  the  unit.  “Terry  Unrein  can  be  one  of  the 
iutstanding  players  in  the  country,”  said  Fuller. 
The  Ram  coach  also  expects  great  things  from 
lebacker  Dale  Carr  (6-1,  198).  Carr  is  smallish, 
ut  Fuller  said  he  is  one  of  the  best  players  in  the 


conference. 

The  Rams  promise  the  throw  the  ball  again  this 
season,  but  their  offensive  star  is  Steve  Bartalo,  a 
junior  fullback.  Originally  a  walk-on  at  CSU,  Bar¬ 
talo  redshirted  his  freshman  year  arid  then  has  led  ■ 
the  conference  in  rushing  the  past  two  season,  de¬ 
spite  missing  three  games  in  ‘84  with  an  injury. 

Bartalo  averaged  114  yards  rushing  per  game. . 

“I  worked  hard  on  my  speed  during  the  off¬ 
season,”  said  Bartalo..  “This  season  I’ll  try  to  make 
a  few  more  people  miss  me  and  try  not  to  get  hit  as 
much  —  (I’ll)  stop  playing  the  tough  guy  all  the  time 
and  try  to  run  over  people.” 

The  Rams  could  be  dangerous  through  the  air, 
too.  Quarterback  Kell$“Stouffer  (6-3, 212)  threw  for 
2, 151  yards  and  15  touchdowns  a  year  ago,  but  gone 
are  standout  tight  ends  Harper  LaBel  and  Keli 
McGregor.  Sophomore  Wide  Receiver  Todd  Tyrell 
will  likely  be  Stouffer’s  favorite  target  this  season. 

“If  defenses  target  me,”  said  Bartalo,  “they  will 
have  problems.  Our  offensive  game  plan  is  targeted 
toward  the  quarterback  and  receivers.  Stouffer 
will  set  some  NCAA  records  as  the  defenses  key  on 
me.” 

Bartalo  said  the  Rams  feel  they  have  a  lot  to 
prove  in  the  upcoming  season,  despite  the  opening 
game  loss  to  in-state  rival  Colorado.  “Last  year’s 
3-8  season  was  disappointing.  We  have  to  show 
people  we  have. a  good  football  team,”  he  said. 

“Last  year,  people  looked  at  us  as  just  a  breaking 
space  in  between  a  tough  schedule.” 

Fuller  talks  of  “developing  a  winning  attitude. 
Our  overall  intensity  and  toughness  need  to  im¬ 
prove  if  we  are  to  become  a  winner,”  he  said.

Cocaine  dealers 
were  well-known 
by  Pirate  players 

PITTSBURGH  (AP)  —  Dave  Parker  said  two 
men  accused  of  dealing  drugs  to  major  league  play¬ 
ers  were  so  well  known  to  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates 
that  one  flew  on  Pirate  road  trips  and  the  other 
attended  a  team  party. 

The  Cincinnati  Reds  outfielder  testified  Thurs¬ 
day  that  in  his  last  year  with  the  Pirates,  1983, 
Manager  Chuck  Tanner  and  former  team  captain 
Bill  Madlock  wanted  the  players  to  stay  away  from 
one  of  those  men,  Shelby  Greer. 

“Shelby  Greer  was  known  to  be  hot,  the  way  he 
was  doing  things  around  the  ballpark.”  Parker  said 
as  he  resumed  his  testimony  in  the  federal  trial  of  a 
former  Philadelphia  Phillies  caterer  accused  of  dis¬ 
tributing  drugs. 

“Shelby  Greer  Was  known  throughout  the  Pi¬ 
rates  organization.  Shelby  was  loose  around  the 
ballpark.  He  was  being  watched  by  security.  All  of 
the  players  were  aware  of  that.” 

Tanner  has  said  in  interviews  that  he  was  not 
aware  of  drug  use  on  the  team. 

Parker  said  Wednesday  that  the  man  on  trial, 
Curtis  Strong,  “was  pretty  well  known  to  have 
cocaine  by  players.  .  .  he  was  known  by  quite  a  few 
National  League  players.” 

The  two-time  National  League  batting  champion 
testified  that  he  purchased  the  drug  from  Strong  at 
least  four  times  in  Pitttsburgh,  once  in  1981  just 
before  the  former  Phillies'  clubhouse  caterer 
attended  the  Pirates’  annual  New  Year’s  Eve  party 
at  Madlock’s  home. 

“Cocaine  was  the  ‘in’  thing  to  do,”  Parker  said. 
“It  became  vastly  popular  is  society.  It  was  con¬ 
stantly  available  to  me  because  of  who  I  was.” 

Parker  said  he  sometimes  shared  cocaine  with 
former  Pirate  teammates  Rod  Scurry,  Dale  Berra, 
John  Milner  and  Lee  Lacy,  and  said  that  the  five 
players  once  puchased  one-eighth  of  an  ounce  of 
cocaine  each  from  Strong  for  $300  apiece  in  a  Phi¬ 
ladelphia  hotel  room. 

“We  sat  and  talked  and  shared  some  cocaine,” 
Parker  said. 

“Everyone  who  was  there  purchased.  We  talked, 
laughed  and  then  went  our  separate  ways.” 

Parker  publicly  admitting  his  use  of  drugs  for  the 
first  time,  said  his  friendship  with  Greer,  also  ac¬ 
cused  of  selling  cocaine  to  major  leaguers,  led  to  the 
former  Pittsburgh  resident  being  allowed  to  freely 
enter  the  Pirate  locker  room.

“We’ll  have  to  use  wedding  rings,  shoes  or 
whatever  we  can  find  to  draw  up  a  list  of 
the  dead.” 

It  was  the  13th  railroad  accident  in  Por¬ 
tugal  this  year.

“We  have  a  high  percentage  of  high 
school  graduates  who  are  illiterate,” 
she  said.  “This  way  (through  the 
program),  we  can  help  them  with 
their  particular  problems,  while  at 
the  same  time  continue  with  their 
other  studies.” 

Walton  said  that  the  school  is  in  the 
process  of  moving  from  the  Provo 
campus  to  the  Orem  campus,  but  so 
far  only  the  nursing  program  has  been 
completely  transferred  to  the  new 
location. 

She  also  said  the  administrators 
hope  that  the  Provo  campus  will  even¬ 
tually  be  used  as  a  training  center  for 
businesses  such  as  Signetics,  or 
others  that  want  to  use  the  facility. 

“As  for  the  future,  all  we  see  is  the 
growth  of  our  campus  and  the 
academics  it  will  offer,”  said  Walton.
